W. Armstrong at Battle Creek, Mich., at 
noon yesterday. He had been at that 
resort for many months, seeking a resto- 
ration of health, having for nine long 
years been a confirmed invalid. 

Within the circle that he was known, 
much restricted by the condition of his 
health, he was most highly esteemed as 
delightful companion, a true man, and 
highly accomplished in every way 
that extended travel and the best advan 
tages for culture could give. Of ample 
means, be had gone to all quarters of the 
two continents, where any hope could he 
held out to atop the ravages of disease, 
for he had everything but health to make 
life desirable,— a loving wife and daugh- 
ter, fond relatives and friends, and a dis 
position to make all happy about him. 
Only those who knew him intimately 
could properly appreciate him, and they 
will mourn his demise as that of one of 
ire's noblemen, whose gentle ways 
genuine trustworthiness had so won 
their esteem and affeotion.

Employes of the Parkersburg (Pa. ) Iron 
Company have accepted a wage reduction 
of 10 per cent. 

The four foundries at Portsmouth, O . 
are now in active operation for the first 
time in two years. 

The steel plant of the Burgess Steel and 
Iron Work, Portsmouth. O , is in opera 
tion again after extensive repairs. 

The Dayton (O ) Malleable Iron Works 
are full of orders. Land lias been pur 
chased adjoining the plant for an ei 
tension. 

The National Machinery Company at 
Tiffin. O., is working 103 men. and will 
be compelled to increase the force in 
order to meet orders. 

Ground has been broken by the Haiti 
more and Ohio for the erection of shops 
at Zanesville, O . to do the general repair 
work, giving employment to 200 men . 

The New Brinton (Pa ) works of tie 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Company are being supplied with 
machinery, and manufacturing will soon 
begin. 

Last week there were 3.557 names on 
the pay roll of the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company. Steelton. Pa., and to those 
employes $80,855 was paid out on Satur 
day, the 24th inst . for two weeks' work 

Work has begun on tracks leading to 
the coke ovens which the Cambria Iron 
Company are to build at Johnstown, Pa . 
after the Otto-Coppee system . Work on 
the ovens will begin as soon as the 
tracks are done. 

After a long shut down, work has been 
resumed in the 22 inch mill of the Na 
tional Rolline Mills. McKeesport. and 
now all the finishing mills, and the big 
mill, excepting the puddling department, 
are making full time. 

A Zanosville (O.) dispatch aays that 
the directors of the Ohio Iron Co. have 
decided to make extensive repairs to the 
mills and resume operations with a full 
force. The mill bu been idle for several 
years because the operators refused to 
sign the Amalgamated scale.

On March 1st, IMS, three days before 
Preeident Harrison went ont of office, 
the Treasury statement for the month 
ending February 2ftth. showed the aggre-

On January 31st. one month before, it 
had been $1,571,301,615 63. Thus there 
had been a decrease during February, 
Harbison's last month in office, of $6,- 
192,117. The cash balance on March 1st 
was 1124,128,087 88. of which $100,000, 
000 was the gold reserve and $24,128, 
087 88 the net cash balance. This was 
the condition of the country's finances 
when Preeident Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Carlisle took charge of them. 

What is their condition now? The 
Treasury statement for the month end- 
ing October 31st, 1894, showed the 
aggregate debt, including certificates 
and Treasury notes, to be $1,626,154,- 
037 68. On September 30tb, one month 
before, it had been $1,630,002,806 68, a 
decrease during October of $3,848,769. 
Bnt the debt proper had increased $1,101,- 
280, whife the apparent decrease had 
been in the amount of certificates and 
Treasury notes offset by eash in the 
Treasury. The cash balance on Novem- 
ber 1st was $107,340,145 80, a decrease 
r of $12,579,573 58. Of 
> only $61,361,826 was in 
the gold reserve fund, which, ever tinea 
JOHN Sherman was Secretary, it had been 
the Invariable rule, until this Adminis- 
tration, to maintain at the $100,000,000 
mark, while the net cash balance

A comparison between the condition 
of the Treasury on March 1st, 1893, after 
four years of Harrison's Administra- 
tion, and on November 1st, 1894, after 
twenty months of Cleveland's Adminis- 
tration, shows this.

interest $55,352,493 61. To whatever, 
satisfaction there Is in this contrast, 
those who voted enthusiastically 
a change in 1892 are certainly entitled. 

Another contrast between Republican 
and Democratic financiering, as presen- 
by President Cleveland's first 
Administration and the succeeding Ad- 
ministration of General Harrison, has 
its interest and its lessons. When Mr. 
Cleveland went into office. March 4th, 
the available cash balance in the 
Treasury was $159,8o6,606 41. Not un 
irtually forced to do so by the pas- 
sage of a resolution by a Democratic 
House of Representatives, did he pay off 
any of the bonded indebtedness, 
then only $143,884,350, on which he saved 
$32.8*2.318 88 Interest. He did. how-
